Two  males  died  from  Tuberculosis,  one  pulmonary,  one 
child  aged  IV  months)  generalised  Tub^^roulosis,  and 
notified  prior  to  1937. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  General  provisions  of 
the  Health  aervioea,  apart  from  the  establishment  cf  a mldnifery 
service,  in  aoooraanoe  with  the  national  scheme.
